Tree In MUdit«i 

Far In the Interior ot Madagascar 
dwells the remnant of the irihc of the 
Mkodea, • diminutive race of primitive 
fmplo. Th<^ aboriginals never exceed 
tour feet eight incite* in beitfht, alway. 
gs, perfectly ..aked ar.d have no othei 
reltgrioa than the worship of the se-r 
pent tree. Near where the Mkodi 
In caverns the serpent tree, hidden in 
whilt appear* to bean impenetrable for- 
mat, awaita it* victim*. When these su- 
perstitious little folk wish to bnnlsh 
Borne evil or court some favor they as 
somble here, dancing and singing 
around their verdant object of worship 
The trunk of this tree resembles b 
pineapple in shape, is about eight feci 
hijrh, black and aa hard as iron.

Theae are about 13 feet 
long, three feet wide, very thick and 
end in ahnrp points. Stout thoi ns cove: 
the Inner side. The top of the cone Is 
white, round, and from afar looks like 
n smnii dinner plate turned down on a 
larger one. 

This larger "plate" contains a clear, 
viscous liquid, known to possess exceed- 
ingly intoxicating and soporific proper- 
tios. Just below it extend six green and 
hniry shoots, about eight feet long and 
aharp-polnted, Above these, from be- 
tween the two "plates," six white 
plnme-llke tendrils rise vertically about 
six feet. They are in constant motion, 
shooting and twirling around with be- 
wildering rapidity.
